Deſcriptions of each Plate in French and Engliſh, with the 
8 Text from which the Deſigns were taken. 
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J OHN or HANS HOLBEIN, was born at Baſil, in 1498, and 


died at London of the plague in 1554, aged 56. This admirable 


Painter was inſtructed in the art by his father JOHN HoLBEIN. 
In the early part of his life, he purſued his ſtudies with in- 
ceſſant aſſiduity; and being poſſeſſed of an elevated genius, his 
progreſs was exceedingly rapid; fo that he ſoon became far 
ſuperior to his inſtructor. He painted equally well in oil, water 


colours, and in freſco; and although he had never practiſed the 


art of painting in miniature” till he reſided in England, yet he 
afterwards carried it to its higheſt perfection. c 
The invention of Holbein was ſurpriſingly fruitful, and often 


poetical; his execution was remarkably quick, and his applſeation 
indefatigable. His pencil was exceedingly delicate; his colouring 
had a wonderful degree of force; he finiſhed his pictures with 


exquiſite neatneſs; and his carnetions were life itſelf. He ex- 


celled all his cotemporaries in portrait, and his genuine works 


are always diſtinguiſhable by the true; round, lively imitation of 
fleſh viſible in chem, and alſo oy my — delicaty of his 
finiſhing. : 

The genius and "OO" OR of this ater were follkiently 


ſhewn in the hiſtorical ſtyle, by two celebrated compoſitions which 
he painted in the Hall of the Steel-yard Company ; of which 


the ſubjects were the Triumph of Riches, and the Condition of 


Poverty; theſe two are univerſally admired for the richneſs of 


_ the colouring, as alſo for the ſtrong character of the figures 


through the whole. Frederick Zucchero, on ſeeing thoſe pictures, 


expreſſed the higheſt eſteem for Holbein, nd. even wp chem 
in Indian ink. 
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PREFACE, 


In the Town of Baſil, he painted a picture of our Saviour's 


ſufferings, and m the ſame Town a Dance of Peaſants. 


Abbe du Bos obſerves, that the altar-piece at Baſil, painted 
by Holbein, may be compared with the beſt productions of Ra- 
phael's diſciples for compoſition, and preferred to them with 
reſpe& to colouring ; that he ſhews a greater degree of know- 
ledge of the Chiaro-ſcuro, and particular incidents of light that 
are truly marvellous. But that which contributed moſt to raiſe 
and eſtabliſh the reputation of this celebrated Painter was Death's 


Dance, deſigned and painted by him in the Town-houſe of Baſil ; 


a work truly admirable, and which alone was ſufficient to ren- 
der the nanie of Holbein immortal. 

Sandrart relates, that he heard Rubens acknowledge, that * 
had learned a great deal from the pictures of Death's Dance; 


and he recommended them ſtrongly to che ſtudy of many of his 


own profeſſion. 

The learned Kraſmnz was ſo much ſtruck by the wonderful 
diſplay of genius exhibited in this great work, that he concei- 
ved a ſtrong friendſhip for Holbein; ſat to him for his picture; 
and recommended him to Sir Thomas More, the then Lord 


Chancellor of England; and to this incident our country is in- 


debted for the many excellent performances which it afterwards 
received from the pencil of Holbein. 

The deſigns for Death's Dance were cut in wood by Holbein, 
and publiſhed with the original texts from which they were 
taken ; from that work the following plates were done. They 
contain the whole of Death's Dance, with borders and deco- 
rations ; to which is added, a deſcription of each plate in French 
and Engliſh, and a portrait of Holbein.
